LONDON, July 12 (£)—Kent Coop-; 


er, executive director of the Associ- 
ated Press, said last night the peo- 
ples of the world will better under- 
stand each other's problems if their 
newspapers, free of government 
control, give them the truth. 


Cooper was the principal speaker; 


at a banquet marking the 100th j 
! anniversary of the Reuters News 
Agency. Truth, he declared, is a , 
: foundation for international peace i 
j a n d nations get the truth when a j 
free press co-operates to dissem- 
inate the news. 
j 


Both the A.P. and Reuters gath- 


er ".nd distribute news on a co-op- 
erative basis under newspaper con- 
trol. 


Cooper said the 
A.P, 
which 


marked its 100th anniversary three 
years ago, developed "a method by 
which the people assuredly 
can 


get the truth while freedom lasts". 


"This method," he said, "is the 


control of the collection and dis- 
semination of the news by the 
newspapers 
themselves, 
lather 


than by opportunists or by govern- 
ments. 


"Such widely-distributed sponsor- 


ship of a news agency by the news- 
papers means it is supported by a 
large group of individuals who hold 
diversified views and suspicions on 
every proposal under the sun. As 
the news service is their own re- 
!sponsibility and with each news- 
paper jealous of its own individual 


i views on matters of public interest, 
the more quickly will untruth be 
: recognized and measures of correc- 
tion be taken." 


The public, Cooper said, gets the 


benefit from this method. He ad- 
ded: 


"The development is of profound 


importance, since all peoples car. 
best advance the welfare of their 
home lands with vigorous loyalty, 
if through the safeguards of this| 
method the newspapers are ablej 
to give them the truth in its fullest i 
illumination. By the same token,: 
they naturally will better under- j 
stand the problems of the people! 
of other nations if they are not, 
blinded by half truth which breeds- 
prejudice and hatred, where the' 
whole truth develops tolerance and. 
fraternity. That, I suggest, is a : 
g r o u n d w o r k for international 
peace."
